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PURPOSE: To prevent a facial tissue pull-out portion exhibited out of a take-out port from 
dropping inside as well as permit the tissue to be easily taken out even if the pull-out portion has 
dropped by causing the facial tissue pull-out portion exhibited out of the take-out port to stand. 

CONSTITUTION: Although a facial tissue can be easily taken out since a tissue pull-out portion 
3 is out of a take-out port 2 at an initial stage of use, the tissue pull-out portion 3 drops inside 
from the take-out port 2 as the number of tissues 8 decreases. An auxiliary plate 5 made of 
paper, wood, plastic, metal, etc. having an opening 6 with a center part wide and both ends 
narrow along a longitudinal axis of the rectangular auxiliary plate 5 is placed. By pulling out the 
pull-out portion 3 through the opening 6, a foot 4 of the tissue pull-out portion 3 is kept standing 
since it is supported by the opening 6 of the auxiliary plate 5 together with a foot 7 of a next pull- 
out portion. Even if the pull-out portion 3 of the tissue drops inside the take-out port 2, the pull- 
out portion 3 is kept standing from its foot 4 so that it can be taken out from the take-out port 2. 
The opening 6 of the auxiliary plate 5 may be either elliptic or rhombic.

By pulling 
out the pull-out ponion 3 through the opening 6. a foot 4 oi the tissue pull-out 
ponion 3 is kept standing since it is supponed by the opening 6 of the auxiliary 
plate i together with a foot 7 of a next pull-out ponion. Even if the pull-out 
ponion 3 oi the tissue drops inside the take-out port 2. the pull-out ponion 
.*■ is kept^ standing from its foot so that it can be taken out from the take-out 
pan 2. The opening 6 of the auxiliary plate 5 may be either elliptic or rhombic. 
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
